As the discussion on the tax gues-
tion ghows symptoms in severl
directions of wandering from the prin-
cipal issue before the voters it may
be well to agnin return to the same.
The practical and immediate pointin the
selection of councilmen Tuesday, is
whether voters think last year’s allowance
for city expenditures sufficient, or whether
they are willing to indorse the idea'of the
Chiefs of Departments at City Hall that
£300,000 or more, additional, should be col-
lected and spent for the current year.

There are several other important ques-
tions which incidentally come up, such as
the manner of making assessments, the
propriety or impropriety of the business
tax, and the guulifications in general of
the eandidates for intelligent, eapable and
independent judgment upon the different
interests of the city that will come before
Councils

But the voters in every ward will not,
between mow and Tuesday—or in a
much longer time—be able to arrive at an
understanding of candidates’ views on
all these points. What they can ascer-
tain, and whatis of the greatest impor-
tance at present, is how each candidate
stands in reference to the proposed seale
of appropriations. They can arrive at a
practical cenclusion by pledging candi-
dutes 1o support a reduction of millage in
proportion as the aggregatéof valuationsis
inereased.

Candidates who agree to this, viz., that
in view of the liberality of last year's ap-
proprintions, together with the interrup-
tions to business by the building strikes of

1891, there should be mo increase of ex-
penses, can afterward deal with the col-
lateral gquestions.  The simple issue now
is whether voters go in for limiting the ex-
penses or are indifferent. If they grasp
this fact and vote for pledged candidates
they will accomplish something. This is
better than aiming at much and accom-
plishing nothing.

HE sHOULD STEP DOWN,

The verdict in the case of Mayor Wyman
vesterday is a sharp reminder to officials
that mere possession of power is liable to
become s dangerous acquisition unless it
is accompanied both by knowledge of and
conseientions regard for the Jaw. There is
nothing in the fate of the Mavor to eall for
svmpathy. He was suofficiently long in
office, and persistent enough in seeking it,
to warrant the belief that he understood
responsibilities. Whether it was
through ignorance or design that the ex-
tortionete overcharges were made upon
defendants, the offense was one which if
unchecked would set a wide example for
rapacity under color of administering the
law. The law, above all things, shounld
not be made an instrument of oppression
—pspecially to the poor and defenseless.

It remains to be seen what action will
be taken as to the unexpired period for
Wyman was elected. A sense of
the fitness of things would snggest resigna-
tion, If Wyman erred unknowingly and
now resigned, there might ultimately be
some reaction in the direetion of leniency;
but if he persists in holding to the office
the people of Allegheny will be warrant-

WHICH 1S TO GOVERN?

It is singular that while the great cor-
porations are concentrating themselves
into combinations of the trast variety the
declarations of law are more and more
outspoken aguinst them. The contrast
prescuted by the Federal statute against
trusts on the one hand and the comhbina-
tion of capital on the other, alluded to re-
cently, is sufficiently striking; but the
plain words of the courts, when these
epombinstions are brought to their atten-
tion, are still more remarkable.

A striking example of this sort fs pre-
od by & ruling of-the Supreme Court
New York in & case involving the
Americsn Bridge Manutfacturers’ Assocla.-
tion  Ome of its members revolted from
i1e rule and by a sult in equity sought to
resirain his associates from certain nets.
The ruling of the court declined to give
uny relief further than to declare the con-
truct forming the association utterly
vold, because it §5 not the busi-
ness of the law to take: amy

COMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS,

It is to the interest of every citizen that
public offices should be conducted on those
principles of gecuracy and dispatch which
alone insure the success of private busi-
ness underiakings. The fact that all post-
offices having fifty or more employes are
in future to have their systems of promo-
tion entirely dependent on merit, s
judged from records of behavior and com-
petitive examinations, Is therefore matter
for congratulation. Publie servants ougit
in all cases to be chosen from those of the
candidates who are best fitted for office by
reason of their business abilities, and
apart from all political or partisan
considerations. Any other method of
procedure lessens the probability of the
public obtaining their money’s worth.
That systems now prevail which necessi-
tate a waste of public funds, in the sense
that the maximum efliciency is thereby
unobtainable, is due siqply to apathy and
indolence among B large proportion of
voters.

All departmental offices might well be
awarded on the resuits of competitive
eivil service examinations conducted with
practical regurd for the duties to be dis-
charged. Not only would increased com-
petency result, but the standard of our
legislators would be raised by the lessen-
ing of their powers of patronage. Sooner
or later such a change must come, and it
will come just as soon ss the mass of
voters make up their minds to be gov-
erned according to their rights.

We sincerely hope that this postoffice
order is but the thin end of a wedge which
shall be driven into the institutions of the
country until its administration becomes
from base to symmit the best and most
economic in the world. Thereis noreason
under the sun why every clerk in the em-
ployof the Government should not ob-
tain his office by examination, and retain
it during the continuance of his
good bebavior and ecompetency, ex-
cept the sinister reflection that such
s state of things would involve a
corresponding merit system as the sole
basis for the election of their superiors to
legislative bodies.

SELF-SUPPORTING CLEANLINESS,

TeE DispaTcr recently published the
opinions of a gentleman who is convinced
not only that municipal baths are a neces-
sity but that it is of equal importance they
should be free to all. He argued that even
if established on this basis they would bea
profitable investment for the eity, by
reason of the increased health and
lessening of disease which they would
bring.

This view that municipal baths are a
necessity for the welfare of any well reg-
ulated community, and especially fora
city which bas such grimy occupationsand
s0 sooty an atmosphere as has Pittsburg
is indisputable. Furthermore, we believe
that, theoretically speaking, free baths
would more than repay the cost of their
support. But when evervone is erying out
against excessive taxation it will be long
before the community can be persuaded
to adopt an institution which will only
show intangible results for the outlay. On
the other hand, there are many modifica-
tions by which half a dozen bathhouses
could be buiit In this city and, under
proper management, be made entirely
self-supporting or even financially profit-
able. The best system would be that b}'
which a ;m,dnnu»d seale of
ing from five cents to a quarter, could be
charged for different degrees of accommo-
dation. The patrons of the higher prices
would pay for the loss, if there were any,
from the visitors who preferred the lower
rates, and the average charges would well
balance expenses.

This is a plan successfully carried out
time and again in other places under simi-
lar but less favorable conditions, and there
is no reason why it should notbe promptly
adopted here. There are thousands in
this city who would be enly 100 ready to
make use of such facilities, while thelr
absence Is a constant danger to the health
of all. Of course, the suceess of kuch a
scheme would largely depend on the skiil
and integrity of the men in charge, and it
would be worse than useless to attempt to
earry it out with any but the best manage-
‘ment.

THE postoffice authorities would do well
to ider the suggzestion e by & corre-
spondent in yesterday’s fssue thut certain
of the catle and electrie cars should have
lotter boxes attached to them. On"the face
of it the only objection that appears to usis
the irregularity of the cars from bremk
downs and obstruoctive hose pipes. But
apart from this, there {5 mueh to recom-
mend the idem, and it would be especinily
useful in connection with the special deliv-
ery system.
